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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS. 

The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in-Hospital 
of  the  City  of  New  York  presents  the  following  report  of  the  Society  for 
its  one  hundred  and  twenty-first  year. 

The  work  that  has  been  accomplished  by  the  Society  during  the  year 
is  set  forth  in  detail  in  the  subjoined  Medical  Report  and  the  Report 
of  The  Ladies’  Auxiliary  with  their  accompanying  statistics  and  atten¬ 
tion  is  especially  called  to  these  Reports. 

Owing  to  the  continued  generosity  of  Mr.  John  Pierpont  Morgan  and 
a  few  other  friends,  the  Society  has  been  able  to  continue  it;s  work  not¬ 
withstanding  the  very  heavy  increase  in  the  cost  of  everything  that 
enters  into  the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital.  The  Board  of  Governors 
deeply  appreciates  the  substantial  assistance  thus  given  and  the  interest 
thus  shown  in  its  work  but  again  calls  the  attention  of  its  friends  and  the 
general  public  to  the  fact  that  the  Hospital  has  but  a  small  endowment 
and  is  substantially  dependent  upon  their  aid  for  the  continuation  of 
its  work  and  for  the  maintenance  of  its  high  standards.  Such  a  situation 
is  not  only  dangerous  but  most  unfair  in  that  tlft  burden  of  carrying  on 
this  most  necessary  work  for  the  women  and  children  of  our  City  is  so 
largely  borne  by  a  few  individuals  instead  of  being  widely  distributed 
among  the  public  for  whose  benefit  the  institution  exists  and  is  operated. 
The  Board,  therefore,  earnestly  appeals  to  the  friends  of  the  Society  not 
only  to  increase,  if  possible,  their  own  contributions  but  to  endeavor 
to  stimulate  in  the  public  at  large  a  keener  appreciation  of  the  importance 
of  the  beneficent  work  done  by  the  Hospital  and  a  more  lively  interest 
in  that  work,  to  the  end  that  a  substantial  endowment  may  ultimately 
be  provided  and,  in  the  meantime,  that  the  heavy  burden  of  maintenance 
at  present  so  largely  borne  by  a  few  loyal  and  generous  supporters  may 
be  lightened. 

It  is  a  pleasant  duty  again  to  record  the  Board’s  appreciation  of  the 
valuable  work  of  The  Ladies’  Auxiliary,  and  of  the  continued  faithful 
services  of  the  surgeons,  doctors,  nurses  and  general  staff  during  the  year. 

The  Board  also  acknowledges  its  indebtedness  to  those  kind  friends  who 
have  during  the  year  donated  money,  clothing,  flowers,  fruit,  books, 
magazines,  etc.  thus  contributing  in  no  small  measure  to  the  comfort 
and  happiness  of  the  inmates  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Board  of  Governors  regretfully  records  the  resignation,  on  account 
of  ill  health,  of  Miss  Elizabeth  P.  Harmey,  for  many  years  Chief  Nurse 
of  the  Hospital.  Her  contribution,  in  faithful  and  efficient  service,  to 
the  work  of  the  institution  will  be  gratefully  remembered  by  the  Board 
and  by  all  with  whom  she  came  in  contact. 

The  Board  reminds  its  friends  that  the  Hospital  is  open  to  their  in¬ 
spection  and  that  any  visitors  will  be  warmly  welcomed  and  full  informa¬ 
tion  given  them  as  to  the  details  of  the  work  and  the  conduct  of  the 
Hospital,  upon  application  to  the  Superintendent  at  the  Hospital  building.

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MEDICAL  REPORT. 

A  record  of  121  years  continuous  service  to  the  community  by  the 
Society  of  the  Lying-in-Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York  is  marked 
by  the  completion  of  the  calendar  year  1919.  During  the  period  covered 
by  the  report  for  the  latter  year,  that  is  to  say,  from  January  1st  to 
December  31st,  1919,  5324  women  were  admitted  to  the  various  Servi  es 
of  the  Hospital;  3279  to  the  In-Door  and  2045  to  the  Out-Door  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  total  number  of  confinements  was  4518,  or  about  8  per  cent, 
of  the  total  babies  born  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan.  These  figures 
afford  visible  proof  o:  the  important  place  occupied  by  this  institution 
in  the  particular  field  to  which  its  energies  are  devoted  and  would  perhaps 
be  even  larger  if  the  work  was  not  hampered  by  certain  factors  over 
which  the  hospital  itself  has  little  or  no  control.  The  constantly  in¬ 
creasing  costs  of  administration  are  on  a  par  in  their  inhibitive  effect 
with  the  difficulty  in  maintaining  an  adequate  nursing  staff.  An  ample 
supply  of  nurses  constitutes  one  of  the  essential  factors  in  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  wards  and  the  welfare  of  mothers  and  babies,  and  a  re¬ 
duction  in  the  admission  of  patients  must  result  if  a  sufficient  number 
cannot  be  provided.  The  Hospital  is  unable  to  extend  its  work  and  develop 
a  legitimate  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  unless  some  means  can 
be  found  to  solve  this  problem.  As  the  complaint  of  insufficient  numbers 
of  nurses  is  quite  universal,  this  Hospital,  which  is  dependent  upon  other 
institutions  for  its  supply  of  pupil  nurses,  is  necessarily  handicapped  in 
obtaining  its  proper  quota.  The  allurements  of  higher  pay,  shorter 
hours  and  other  opportunities  offered  by  a  business  career  have  all  served 
to  attract  young  women  away  from  what  should  be  one  of  their  legitimate 
fields  of  endeavor.  Moreover,  although  the  number  of  nurses  in  training 
has  not  increased,  the  demands  for  nursing  services  have  undergone 
great  changes.  For  not  only  is  the  trained  nurse  required  in  hospital 
and  private  practice  but  the  development  of  other  agencies  of  a  com¬ 
munity  character  have  called  for  large  numbers  for  the  carrying  out  of 
this  work.  The  more  prolonged  period  of  training  which  is  now  demanded 
by  the  State,  before  registration  is  granted,  may  have  to  be  amended  and 
for  certain  purposes  it  may  even  become  necessary  to  develop  a  special 
course  for  the  training  of  attendants  for  obstetrical  service, — a  course 
shorter  and  perhaps  less  onerous,  that  will  attract  young  women  in  the 
hope  that  such  education  will  serve  them  in  a  personal  capacity  as  a 
preparation  for  motherhood  even  if  they  do  not  look  forward  to  making 
use  of  the  same  as  a  means  of  gaining  a  livelihood.  The  problem  is 
one  that  will  require  careful  study  in  the  near  future  in  order  to  avoid 
further  restriction  in  the  work  of  this  and  similar  institutions. 

The  medical  work  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital  will  be  found  summarized 
in  succeeding  pages.  In  addition  to  the  confinements  there  were  572 
general  cases  admitted,  including  in  this  number  women  treated  for 
various  complications  of  pregnancy  who  had  previously  been  confined  in 
the  Hospital  Service.  Such  patients  were  admitted  largely  through  the 
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Gynecological  Class  which  has  continued  to  meet  under  the  charge  of 
the  Attending  Surgeons  on  four  afternoons  of  each  week.  Only  a  com¬ 
paratively  small  number  of  complicated  cases  from  our  own  Service 
have  been  admitted,  as  the  careful  supervision  of  the  patients  in  the 
antepartum  classes  serves  to  eliminate  many  of  those  complications 
which  are  noted  dur  ng  their  early  stages  when  prompt  treatment  serves 
to  reduce  their  consequences.  The  rapidly  extending  popular  interest 
in  prenatal  care  caffs  for  greater  attention  to  the  subject  by  maternity 
hospitals  in  general,  for  it  is  now  considered  essential  that  all  patients 
apply  at  regular  intervals  for  observation.  The  return  of  these  patients 
has  greatly  increased  the  work  of  the  antepartum  clinic,  both  of  doctors 
and  nurses,  not  to  mention  the  laboratory,  on  account  of  the  larger  number 
of  urine  specimens  to  be  examined.  But  the  additional  outlay  of  time  and 
energy  is  well  repaid  by  the  knowledge  that  such  prophylaxis  will  ward 
off  many  serious  complications  and  contribute  to  the  welfare  of  the  mother 
and  the  unborn  child.  It  would  likewise  be  desirable  if  this  period  of 
observation  could  be  continued  for  a  certain  time  after  delivery,  as  many 
of  the  results  of  childbearing  of  an  abnormal  character  do  not  present 
themselves  before  the  patient  is  discharged  and  if  some  sort  of  follow-up 
system  could  be  developed  for  maternity  services  it  would  contribute 
materially  to  the  future  health  of  these  patients.  No  medical  or  surgical 
hospital  service  is  now  considered  complete  unless  the  patients  who  have 
been  under  such  institutional  care  are  systematically  followed  and  their 
condition  noted.  Our  Gynecological  Class  serves  this  function  in  part  only 
as  merely  such  women  return  who  present  well  marked  symptoms,  and 
minor  degrees  of  illness  therefore  escape  attention.  The  prevention  of 
invalidism  could  be  markedly  forwarded  if  all,  or  nearly  all,  our  patients 
could  present  themselves  at  regular  intervals  after  delivery  for  the 
possible  detection  of  abnormalities  that  might  be  treated  before  they 
produce  more  severe  complicating  conditions.  This  is  a  problem  that 
must  be  met  in  the  near  future  to  conform  with  what  is  being  done  in 
other  surgical  and  medical  hospital  servi  es. 

The  monthly  conferences  of  the  attending  surgeons  and  heads  of 
special  departments  have  been  resumed.  These  meetings  afford  an 
opportunity  for  the  discussion  of  the  medical  work  of  the  various  Services 
so  that  all  members  of  the  staff  may  have  an  opportunity  of  keeping  in 
touch  with  each  other  and  profiting  by  mutual  experiences  and  criticism. 

The  publication  of  the  Bulletin,  which  was  suspended  during  the 
period  of  the  war  has  likewise  been  resumed  and  we  trust  will  not  be 
subjected  to  further  interruptions.  The  Bulletin  will  contain  as  her  to- 
fore  the  scientific  contributions  of  the  members  of  the  Attending  Staff, 
which  can  thui  be  circulated  in  a  compact,  collected  form  for  the  benefit 
of  the  profession. 

The  constantly  increasing  attendance  at  the  Babies’  Class  is  again 
noted  with  satisfaction  but  the  question  of  providing  proper  accommoda¬ 
tions  for  this  large  number  of  babies  and  mothers  is  one  that  must  soon 
be  solved.  It  is  most  desirable  to  keep  our  babies  under  observation  for 
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some  time  after  birth,  as  in  this  way  the  interest  of  the  mothers  is  likewise 
retained  but  we  find  that  the  work  is  very  much  hampered  by  the  lack 
of  proper  facilities. 

The  Pathological  Department  has  been  continued  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Dr.  J.  R.  Losee  and  staff,  and  serves  as  a  most  efficient  adjunct 
to  the  clinical  work  of  the  Hospital.  The  teaching  facilities  of  the 
institution  have  been  made  use  of  during  the  past  year  by  93  undergrad¬ 
uates  and  172  graduates.  With  the  advent  of  peace  and  the  return  of 
physicians  to  their  homes  an  increasing  number  of  postgraduate  students 
will  be  recorded  the  next  few  years,  and  our  facilities,  particularly  as 
regards  accommodations  for  the  postgraduate  students,  will  be  taxed  to 
their  utmost. 

The  Ladies’  Auxiliary  Society  has  continued  to  give  most  efficient 
aid  and  support  to  the  Hospital  and  acknowledgment  must  be 
made  of  the  very  important  work  of  the  Visiting  Nurses.  Attention 
is  directed  to  the  report  of  the  work  of  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  Society  in 
the  following  pages.  Appreciation  must  also  be  accorded  to  the  generos¬ 
ity  and  interest  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  in  keeping 
up  the  financial  support  of  the  Hospital  under  adverse  circumstances 
which  developed  during  the  past  year.  Demands  on  the  philanthropic 
instincts  of  the  public  have  been  centered  so  much  in  the  war  work  that 
the  collection  of  funds  for  other  purposes  has  been  rendered  very  difficult 
but  it  is  a  satisfaction  to  record  that  those  intrusted  with  this  important 
function  have  not  failed  to  provide  for  the  Hospital  every  necessity  de¬ 
manded. 
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WORK  OF  THE  SOCIETY  IN  1919. 

Relief  Work. 

In  the  period  January  1st,  1919  to  December  31st,  1919  the  Society,  in 
the  two  branches  of  its  service,  treated  5,324  cases.  The  number  of 
births  was  4,518.  The  number  of  births  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan, 
according  to  the  returns  from  the  Health  Department  was  56,546,  of 
which  40,599  were  reported  by  physicians,  15,930  by  midwives  and  17  by 
others.  The  Society  cared  for  nearly  8%  of  the  entire  number  of  confine¬ 
ments  in  the  borough,  and  more  than  11  %  of  those  treated  by  physicians. 

The  total  number  of  applicants  for  treatment  was  5,972.  In  the  Out- 
Door  Department  the  number  of  applications  was  2,244,  the  number 
treated  2,045,  the  number  of  confinements  1,811.  The  number  of  appli¬ 
cations  for  treatment  in  the  hospital  3,728,  the  number  received  treatment 
3,279  and  the  number  of  confinements  2,707.  The  ambulance  service 
brought  to  the  hospital  281  cases.  In  all  its  departments  the  Society  has 
worked  to  the  full  limit  of  its  resources,  The  demands  upon  it  are  shown

«  floors,  639  on  fourth  floors  and  392  on  fifth  floors.  185  not  noted.  Hus¬ 

bands  unemployed  855.  As  indicating  the  needy  character  of  the 
beneficiaries  of  the  Society,  tabulated  statements  of  rent,  earnings,  and 
occupations  may  be  found  on  pages  33  to  37. 

Educational  Work  % 

The  Medical  Department  has  given  instruction  to  93  undergraduate  and 
172  graduate  students.  A  three  months  course  has  been  given  214  nurses. 

Finances 

The  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital,  the  Out-door  Department  and  the 
Sub-station  for  the  period  covered  by  this  Report  has  been  $316,466.47, 
including  the  Private  Pavilion  ($50,554.24),  as  stated  in  the  itemized 
statement  of  expenses.

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CHARTER  OF  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN  HOSPITAL 


An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital  of  the  City  of 
Neiv  York ,  passed  March  1,  1799 ,  chapter  xxiii.  Laws  of  1799. 

Whereas,  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert 
Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson, 
Henry  Remson,  William  Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersly,  John  Charl¬ 
ton,  David  M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel  and 
others,  influenced  by  principles  of  benevolence  and  charity,  associated 
as  an  institution,  under  the  style  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital 
of  the  City  of  New  Lork,  for  the  useful  purpose  of  establishing  an  asylum 
for  the  reception  of  women  in  a  state  of  pregnancy  who  are  unable  to  pro¬ 
cure  the  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing  during  the  period  of 
their  confinement  in  child-bed,  by  their  petition  presented  to  the  Legisla¬ 
ture,  have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  better  to  enable  them  to  carry 
into  effect  the  salutary  object  of  their  institution;  therefore; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York ,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly.  That  all  such  persons  as  now  are,,  or  hereafter  shall  be 
members  of  the  said  institution,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  ordained,  con¬ 
stituted  and  declared,  forever  a  body  corporate  ahd  politic,  in  fact  and  in 
name,  by  the  name  of  “The  Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital  of  the  City  of 
New  York”  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and  may  have 
continual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law,  capable  of  suing  .and 
being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered 
unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever, 
in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and  causes  whatso¬ 
ever;  and  that  they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 
may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure;  and  also  that  they  and 
their  successors,  by  the  name  of  “The  Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital 
of  the  City  of  New  York,’’  shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  receiving, 
holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said 
corporation.  Provided  that  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments 
which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be  only 
such  as  shall  be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public  building  and 
such  houses  or  other  buildings  as  may  be  suitable  and  necessary  to  the 
nature  of  the  said  institution,  or  such  as  shall  have  been  bona  fide  mort¬ 
gaged  to  it  by  way  of  security,  or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts 
previously  contracted  in  the  course  of  its  business,  or  purchased  at  sales, 
on  judgment  which  shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts;  and  with 
regard  to  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to  be  held  by 
the  said  corporation  as  aforesaid,  except  such  as  may  be  for  its  immediate 
accommodation  as  aforesaid,  or  such  as  it  may  hold  by  way  of  mortgage, 
and  whereof  the  actual  possession  shall  be  and  remain  in  the  mortgagors, 
their  heirs  or  assigns,  the  said  corporation  shall  be  bound  to  sell  and  dispose 
of  the  same  respectively  within  five  years  after  it  shall  acquire  the  same, 
and  shall  not  be  capable  of  holding  the  same  after  the  expiration  of  the 
said  five  years. 
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And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  persons  who  now  are  members  of 
the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  subscribe  to  the  same 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  members  of  this  corporation,  and  that  the 
property  and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  con¬ 
ducted  by  thirteen  governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  and  from  the  said 
subscribers;  that  the  following  persons  (that  is  to  say)  Thomas  Pearsall, 
John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald 
Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen,  William  Houstoun,  And¬ 
rew  Hamersly,  John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey 
J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel,  shall  be  the  present  governors  of  the  said  corpora¬ 
tion,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  and  eight  hundred,  when  a  new  election  shall  be 
made  at  the  hour  and  place,  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  governors;  that 
the  election  for  governors  after  the  year  one  thousand  and  eight  hundred, 
shall  be  held  annually  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  such  place 
and  hour  as  the  majority  of  the  governors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint, 
of  which  election,  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  said  governors 
for  the  space  of  one  week,  in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  printed  in  the 
said  City.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  happen  among  the  said  governor 
(so  elected)  by  death,  resignation  or  removal,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  a  special  election  for  the  purpose,  to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
annual  elections  are  made  and  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided 
for  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  corporation,  and  in  case  it  should  happen 
that  an  election  of  governors  should  not  be  held  on  any  day  when  pursuant 
to  this  act  it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  corporation  shall  not  for  that 
cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved;  but  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any 
other  day,  to  hold  an  election  of  governors  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws 
of  the  said  corporation  shall  prescribe. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors  shall  not  take  or  receive 
any  compensation  for  their  services;  and  for  the  time  being  shall  have 
power,  to  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  to 
them  shall  appear  needful  and  proper  touching  the  management  and 
disposition  of  the  stock,  property,  estates  and  effects,  of  the  said  corpora¬ 
tion,  and  touching  the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the  said  cor¬ 
poration,  and  touching  all  other  matters  as  appertain  to  the  business, 
ends  and  purposes,  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  by  this  act  instituted; 
and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  an  apothecary,  house  pupils,  matron, 
stewards,  nurses  and  servants,  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  said 
institution. 

Provided,  that  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the  capital 
stock,  a  number  not  less  than  seven  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  of  which 
number  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  vice-president  of  the  board, 
to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  one,  provided  also,  that  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors,  at  their  first  meeting, 
and  also  at  the  first  meeting  in  every  year  next  after  the  said  annual  elec- 
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tion  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  shall  elect  by  ballot,  from  their 
number,  a  president,  vice-president,  a  treasurer  and  a  secretary,  and  that 
the  officers  thus  elected,  shall  immediately  enter  upon  their  respective 
offices  and  hold  the  same  until  the  next  election  of  governors,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  vice-president  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  governors. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors  shall  propose  at  one 
meeting  and  elect  by  ballot  at  the  next, a  number  of  physicians,  not  exceed¬ 
ing  four  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  necessary  medical 
aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this  institution,  and  that  the 
said  physicians  remain  in  office  until  the  next  election  for  governors,  after 
which  time  they  are  to  be  annually  elected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  be  and  hereby  is  declared 
to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts  and  places  benignly 
and  favorable  for  every  beneficial  purpose  herein  intended. 

Chapter  J+68 ,  Laws  of  1897. 

An  ACT  to  amend  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  Laws  of  seventeen  hundred  and 
ninety-nine  entitled  “ An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-In 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  relative  to  subscriptions,  the  election 
of  subscribers  as  members,  and  the  elections  of  physicians  and  surgeons. 
Became  a  law  May.  17,  1897,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor;  passed 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  laws  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now  are 
members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  subscribe 
to  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  members  of  this  corporation 
provided  such  subscription  is  received  by  the  society,  and  such  subscribers 
are  elected  members  of  the  said  society  by  the  board  of  governors  thereof, 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  society;  . 
and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot  by 
a  majority  of  the  governors  from  the  said  subscribers. 

Sec.  2.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  of  the  said 
society,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  immediately  after  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  society  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many  physicians 
and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  attend  the  said  hospital, 
and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the 
benefit  of  this  institution;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies,  to  elect 
other  physicians  or  surgeons  in  their  places. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN  HOSPITAL  OF  THE 

CITY  OF  NEW  YORK. 


CHAPTER  I. 

Election  of  Governors. 

1.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  G-overnors  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  April  in  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  by  ballot  by 
a  majority  vote  of  the  existing  governors,  from  the  members  of  the  Society, 
thirteen  governors  who  shall  manage  and  conduct  the  property  and  con¬ 
cerns  of  said  corporation  for  the  ensuing  year  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected,  the  hour  and  place  for  the  holding  of  such  meeting  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Board  from  time  to  time. 

2.  A  vacancy  among  the  Governors  may  be  filled  at  any  Stated  Meeting 
of  the  Board  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  the  Board. 

3.  A  person  subscribing  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  a  sum  not  less  than 
five  dollars,  provided  his  subscription  is  accepted  by  the  Board,  upon  being 
duly  nominated  and  elected  by  the  Governors,  may  become  a  member  of 
the  Society. 

A  person  subscribing  at  one  time  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars  shall  become  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  any  person 
so  subscribing  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  shall  become  a  Benefactor 
of  the  Society. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Governor  unless  he  shall 
have  so  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  at  least  three  months 
previous  to  an  election. 


CHAPTER  II. 

1.  If  any  Governor  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive  stated  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Board,  or  from  three  successive  stated  meetings  of  any  com¬ 
mittee  of  which  he  shall  be  a  member,  his  place  as  Governor  may  be 
vacated. 


CHAPTER  III. 

Meetings  of  Governors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  April,  when  the  Annual 
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Meeting  for  the  election  of  Governors  for  the  ensuing  year  as  provided  in 
Chapter  I  shall  be  held.  The  hour  and  place  of  meeting  shall  be  from 
time  to  time  appointed  by  the  Board. 

2.  Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in  his  absence 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  a  written  requisition  of  two  Governors. 

3.  A  number  of  not  less  than  five  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  ordinary  business;  but  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the 
property  or  money  of  the  Society,  except  for  the  payment  of  necessary 
expenses,  a  number  of  not  less  than  seven  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute 
a  quorum,  of  which  number  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice- 
President,  shall  be  one. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Board  shall  elect 
from  its  number,  by  ballot,  the  President,  Vice  President,  Treasurer  and 
Secretary,  and  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees,  namely: 

1.  A  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

2.  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  Governors. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  three  Governors,  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  candidates  who  may  be  proposed 
for  election  to  the  office  of  Governor,  and  of  all  nominations  for  vacan¬ 
cies  occurring  in  any  of  the  other  offices  of  the  Society,  whenever  they 
may  occur. 

4.  A  Law  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

5.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business  at  the  meetings  of  the 

Board. 

1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

1  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  together  with  the  Secretary,  may, 
on  authority  of  the  Board,  upon  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest 
of  any  Bond  and  Mortgage  held  by  the  Society,  execute  a  certificate  of 
satisfaction  thereof,  or  an  assignment  of  the  same  without  recourse. 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank  or  Trust  Company  to  be  designated 
by  the  Board,  and  he  is  authorized  to  receive  the  interest  of  dividends  on 
all  securities  and  to  give  receipt  therefor.  In  case  of  his  absence  or 
disability,  the  President  or  Vice-President  is  authorized  to  receive  such 
intere  t  and  dividends. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  account,  and  at  each  stated 
meeting  shall  make  a  report  of  the  several  sums  by  him  received  and 
expended. 
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4.  The  secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and  papers  of 
the  Society,  other  than  the  securities  and  medical  records;  he  shall  keep 
fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  notify  the 
Governors  of  the  meetings.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  directions  to 
the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and 
no  change  shall  be  made  in  any  investment  without  the  authority  of  the 
said  committee.  They  shall,  as  often  as  once  in  six  months,  examine  the 
Treasurer’s  accounts  and  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of 
the  finances  of  the  Society. 

2.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  and  exercise  such  other  powers 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  conferred  upon  them  by  the  Board  of  Gover¬ 
nors. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Custody  of  Securities. 

1.  All  securities  shall  be  kept  in  a  Safe  Deposit  Company  to  be  selected 
by  the  Board,  to  which  access  shall  be  obtained  by  the  Treasurer  when 
accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

2.  A  Record  Book  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visits  to  the  safe  deposit 
box  shall  be  entered,  with  full  particulars  of  the  object  of  the  visit.  This 
entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  visitors,  and  the  Record  Book  shall  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Board  at  each  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of  all  buildings 
and  improvements  belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  shall  hold  stated 
meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and  as  often  as  the  exigencies  of 
business  may  require. 

2.  They  shall  audit  the  bills  on  receiving  them  from  the  Superintendent, 
and  make  a  draft  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  the  same.  At  their 
succeeding  meeting  they  are  to  examine  all  such  bills  to  see  that  they  are 
duly  receipted.  They  shall  notify  the  Superintendent  each  month  of  the 
total  amount  of  money  which  may  be  expected  for  all  running  expenses 
during  the  following  month. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  such  business 
as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the  Governors 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  may  direct  the  expenditure  of  money  or  clothes  for 
the  relief  of  patients  who  from  extreme  poverty  or  circumstances  of 
peculiar  distress,  may  need  such  aid. 
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5.  Whenever  they  think  it  necessary  that  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Governors  should  be  called  they  shall  apply  for  that  purpose  to  the  Pres¬ 
ident,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice-President.  In  the  absence  or  inability 
of  both  to  act,  such  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

6.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  and  exercise  such  other  powers 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  conferred  upon  them  by  the  Board  of 
Governors. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall,  immediately 
after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot  such 
and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to 
attend  the  said  hospital  and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the 
persons  admitted  to  the  benefits  of  the  Institution,  and  to  conduct  the 
educational  and  medical  work  of  the  Hospital.  In  case  of  a  vacancy 
or  vacancies,  the  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  elect 
other  physicians  or  surgeons  to  fill  the  same. 

2.  No  Surgeon,  officer,  nurse  or  servant  of  this  Institution  shall  ac¬ 
cept  any  gift  or  bequest  from  or  on  behalf  of  any  patient  in  the  Wards 
or  Out-Patient  Department. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1.  Persons  may  endow  beds  in  the  Society's  Hospital  as  follows:  By  a 
payment  of  $5,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity;  by  a  payment  of 
$3,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  life;  by  a  payment  of  $250,  a  bed 
may  be  endowed  for  one  year.  Persons  so  endowing  beds  shall  have  such 
rights,  in  respect  to  naming  patients  to  the  Society  for  treatment,  as  the 
Governors,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

1.  Any  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  by-laws  must  be  proposed  in 
writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Governors,  but  cannot  be  acted  upon 
until  a  subsequent  stated  meeting;  when  the  same  may  be  adopted  pro¬ 
vided  a  majority  of  the  Governors  shall  approve  thereof. 

2.  These  by-laws  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all  other  by-laws 
of  the  Society  are  repealed.

LADIES’  AUXILIARY 

TO  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN  HOSPITAL 


SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 

From  November  1st,  1918  to  October  31st,  1919. 

The  able  reports  of  our  Committees  give  the  number  of  cases  relieved 
by  our  organization,  the  number  of  women  visited  before  and  after  con¬ 
finement,  the  amount  of  clothing  given  out,  the  number  of  women  for 
whom  homes  or  a  chance  to  earn  a  decent  livelihood  were  found;  but  at 
this  time  when,  the  war  being  over,  our  minds  are  free  to  turn  from  War 
Relief  activities  to  the  problems  of  ordinary  life,  it  seems  perhaps  ad¬ 
visable  to  realize  more  clearly  what  is  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  to  the  Society 
of  the  Lying-In  Hospital,  what  it  is  trying  to  accomplish,  by  what  means 
and  at  what  cost. 

Over  one  hundred  years  ago  the  Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital 
was  founded  by  some  few  philanthropic  men  to  enable  women  withou 
means  to  obtain  proper  medical  care  during  confinement.  For  over  a 
century,  through  times  of  stress  and  times  of  ease,  it  has  carried  on  this 
work  which  has  been  constantly  expanding,  as  the  knowledge  of  what 
is  needed  grows.  In  addition  to  caring  for  women  in  its  hospital,  it 
ought  to  give  them  medical  care  in  their  own  homes — which  has  always 
been  a  most  important  feature  in  its  work. 

About  twenty-five  years  ago  a  number  of  women  who  knew  well  how 
much  at  such  times  a  woman  needs  woman’s  care,  organized,  under  the 
leadership  of  Mrs.  Frederic  Bronson — now  Mrs.  Adrian  Iselin — to  give 
such  help  as  they  could  to  the  patients  of  the  Society  both  in  the  hospital 
and  in  their  own  homes.  In  those  days  Social  Service  had  not  even 
been  christened.  The  idea  was  only  just  beginning.  We  knew  very 
little  of  how  to  go  about  our  work,  but  we  knew  that  we  wanted  to  give 
these  women  a  helping  hand.  Bit  by  bit  we  found  what  we  could  do, 
and  tried  to  do  it,  and  learned — in  the  doing — how  to  do  more.  We 
began  with  a  vague  referring  of  needy  cases  to  members  of  the  Auxiliary; 
but  there  were  so  many  needy  cases!  Then  we  realized  we  must  have 
a  paid  agent — someone  who  could  give  all  her  time  to  it,  and  be  on  the 
spot  when  most  needed. 

From  this  small  beginning  our  work  has  grown  until  now  we  try 

1st,  to  see  that  no  woman  shall  leave  the  hospital  friendless  and  home¬ 
less.  Our  hospital  visitor  makes  a  point  of  seeing  her,  finding  out  her 
need  and  helping  to  self-respecting  support. 

2nd,  that  women  confined  in  their  own  homes,  and  unable  to  secure 
nursing  help  for  themselves,  shall  have  a  nurse’s  care  and  also  have 
their  homes  cleaned  during  the  time  of  their  confinement.  Our  visiting 
nurses  and  cleaning  women  visit  them  and  care  for  them. 

3rd,  that  no  expectant  mother  shall  have  to  go  through  those  long 
weary  months  of  waiting  with  no  instruction  in  the  care  she  should  take 
of  herself.  If  she  cannot  come  to  the  hospital,  our  visiting  nurse  visits 
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her  and  gives  her  advice,  and  keeps  an  eye  on  her  case.  A  mother  with 
a  new  baby  is  a  s.ngularly  helpless  being,  in  the  face  of  the  many  dangers 
threatening  her  little  one.  She  can  bring  it  to  the  Hospital  Class,  and 
the  Class  nurses  will  also  visit  her  and  show  her  how  to  wash  the  little 
one,  how  to  prepare  its  food  and  how  to  care  for  its  little  ailments. 

4th,  w^e  try  to  have  clothing  for  mothers  and  babies,  in  and  out  of  the 
hospital,  who  need  it. 

All  this  work  is  done  under  our  supervision  by  a  staff  of  11  people — 
a  hospital  visitor  with  a  clerical  assistant;  a  visiting  trained  nurse  with 
two  assistants,  who  visit  all  the  out-patients;  three  scrubwomen  who 
work  under  their  instructions;  two  practical  nurses  attached  to  the 
Babies’  Class;  and  a  woman  who  cuts  the  clothes  and  gets  them  ready 
to  be  sent  to  the  various  benevolent  societies  who  make  them  up  for  us 
either  free  or  at  a  nominal  charge.  These  workers  must  be  paid  living  * 
salaries,  and  the  Board,  after  carefully  considering  every  item  of  ex¬ 
pense,  has  prepared  the  following  budget:

This  calls  for  a  total  of  a  little  under  ten  thousand  dollars,  but  the 
Board  believes  that  every  one  of  those  dollars  is  justly  earned.  We 
know  that  our  work  is  worthy  of  this  great  hospital  which  has  brought 
help  and  comfort  to  so  many  thousands  of  women  in  woman’s  hour  of 
need.  We  would  like  to  extend  our  work — there  is  so  much  more  we 
could  do  if  we  had  more  money.  But  we  do  mean  with  all  there  is  in 
us  to  see  that  every  dollar  given  to  us  is  used  to  the  best  advantage. 

In  order  to  enable  us  to  do  our  wrork  more  efficiently,  two  changes 
have  been  made  in  our  Standing  Committees:  First,  the  Babies'  Class, 
which  has  been  managed  by  the  In-Patients  Committee,  has  been  put 
under  the  care  of  a  Committee  of  its  own,  since  its  work  has  outgrown 
the  limits  of  a  sub-committee;  and  an  Executive  Committee  has  been 
appointed  to  meet  more  frequently  than  once  a  month  and  handle  some 
of  the  routine  questions  that  must  be  solved  from  week  to  week.

IN  PATIENTS’  COMMITTEE 

THE  PRE-NATAL  CLASS 

All  the  women  making  application  for  confinement  at  the  Lying-In 
Hospital  are  referred  to  the  Pre-Natal  Class,  held  daily  from  2-4  P.M. 
The  applicant  is  told  by  the  Social  Worker  to  visit  the  class  every  two 
weeks.  She  is  instructed  as  to  proper  diet,  exercise,  fresh  air,  avoidance 
of  alcohol,  to  drink  water  plentifully,  personal  cleanliness,  daily  rest,  the 
preparation  of  a  simple  layette,  etc.  Then  necessary  shelter  is  provided 
for  the  homeless  woman  while  awaiting  confinement,  and  boarding  or 
institute  care  secured  for  children  during  the  mother’s  stay  at  the  hospital 
when  there  is  no  one  to  care  for  them  during  the  confinement. 

Ward  Patients. 

Each  patient  is  visited  by  the  Social  Service  Worker  when  admitted 
to  the  hospital  ward  and,  where  indicated,  her  history  past  and  present 
is  secured.  This  data  is  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Social  Investigation

of  the  Public  Charities  where  a  record  is  kept  of  all  unmarried  or  deserted 
mothers  in  order  to  establish  the  identity  of  all  babies  abandoned  in  the 
city. 

The  case  is  then  referred  to  the  suitable  Social  Agency  for  outside  inves¬ 
tigation  when  desirable.  The  history  of  a  Protestant  girl  is  always  given 
to  a  Protestant  Agency  for  investigation — a  Catholic  girl  to  a  Catholic 
Agency,  and  a  Jewish  girl’s  history  to  a  Jewish  Agency.  From  the 
result  of  these  investigations  is  built  up  the  permanent  relief  plan. 

Each  case  is  treated  individually — Some  receive  sufficient  aid  through 
co-operation  with  a  single  agency,  others  require  assistance  from  several 
sources. 

When  discharged  from  the  hospital,  the  mother  and  baby  are  met  by  a 
social  worker  representing  the  agency,  which  has  worked  on  the  case  from 
the  outside,  and  they  are  taken  to  the  home  decided  upon,  in  the  upbuild¬ 
ing  plan  arranged  for.  In  some  instances  girls  are  returned  to  their 
parents  or  friends.  When  the  father  can  be  located  an  effort  is  made 
through  the  Court  of  Domestic  Relations  to  secure  proper  support  for  the 
baby  which  the  law  places  at  three  dollars  per  week  until  the  child  is 
sixteen  years  of  age.  The  girls  who  are  not  returned  to  their  families  on 
leaving  the  hospital  are  given  convalescent  care  and  shelter  for  several 
months  (usually  six  months).  Later  employment  is  found  for  them  with 
the  baby,  or  the  child  is  boarded  and  paid  for  by  the  mother’s  earnings, 
or  the  father’s  contribution.  Frequently  the  mother  is  enabled  through 
her  employment  to  provide  a  home,  where  she  and  the  child  can  live 
together.  The  baby’s  interests  equally  with  those  of  the  mother  are 
studied;  the  separation  of  baby  and  mother  is  rarely  permitted. 

On  completion  of  the  plan  for  relief,  the  ultimate  location  of  the  baby 
and  mother  is  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Social  Investigation  and  is  re¬ 
corded  by  them. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  no  baby  abandoned  during  the 
past  year  was  found  to  have  been  born  at  the  Lying-in  Hospital. 

Our  Social  Worker,  Mrs.  Sturtevant,  has  interviewed  2,072  women  in 
the  pre-natal  class.  She  has  paid  2,615  visits  to  Ward  patients.  She 
has  given  relief  to  560  cases.  We  have  spent  during  the  past  year  $86.45, 
and  we  have  a  balance  on  hand,  October  27th  1919,  of  $108.64.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  OUT-PATIENTS’  COMMITTEE 

From  November  1,  1918  to  October  31,  1919. 

The  work  of  this  Committee  consists  entirely  in  the  home  care  of  the 
outdoor  cases  of  the  Hospital.  As  soon  as  a  case  is  reported  to  us,  one 
of  our  nurses  visits  the  prospective  mother  ;  we  teach  her  how  to  take  care 
of  herself  in  regard  to  diet  and  cleanliness,  and  also  urge  her  to  prepare 
clothing  for  the  child.  We  find  them  extremely  reluctant  to  do  this,  they 
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argue  that  the  child  may  die  and  therefore  all  their  material  and  time 
are  wasted.  After  their  confinement,  besides  our  nurses,  we  provide 
cleaning  women,  who  wash  and  cook  for  the  rest  of  the  family.  We  have 
often  found  the  mother  out  of  bed,  alone  with  several  small  children  and 
doing  all  the  household  work. 

From  October  until  February  we  had  three  nurses  and  three  cleaners. 
Since  then  owing  to  the  shortage  of  nurses  and  the  very  high  salaries  they 
were  asking,  we  were  obliged  to  reduce  our  staff  to  two  nurses.  This  has 
greatly  handicapped  our  pre-natal  visiting,  and  I  feel  we  should  make 
every  effort  to  continue  that  very  important  part  of  our  work.  Many 
women  fail  to  come  to  the  Hospital  for  their  monthly  examination  and 
it  is  only  by  the  visits  of  our  nurses  that  we  are  able  to  report  to  the 
Doctors  any  abnormal  conditions,  thereby  preventing  serious  future 
trouble. 

The  nurses  had  1670  cases,  where  they  made  437  pre-natal,  and  3768 
post  partum  visits.  The  cleaning  women  made  2105  visits.  Their  work 
this  year  has  been  exceedingly  hard  owing  to  several  conditions.  We 
found  however  very  few  destitute  cases  during  the  past  year. 

Among  those  given  relief : 

R - F - .  Family  being  aided  by  Ladies’  Aux¬ 

iliary  of  Bellevue  Hospital.  Woman  8  months  pregnant  and  very 
anemic.  The  home  was  so  filthy  we  were  notified  by  Bellevue  they  were 
unable  to  clean  the  place.  We  not  only  sent  the  cleaner  before  her 
confinement  but  had  to  continue  sending  her  there  daily  for  ten  days 
afterwards.  The  nurse  made  six  visits  and  provided  clothing  for  both 
mother  and  child.  The  case  was  then  retaken  by  Bellevue. 

Relief  given  D -  M - .  Rooms  meagrely  fur¬ 

nished  and  not  sufficient  clothing  to  keep  patient  warm.  Patient  a 
mother  of  three  small  children.  Cleaner  went  daily  for  ten  days.  Nurse 
made  five  calls,  provided  blanket  and  clothing  for  mother  and  child;  also 
succeeded  in  preventing  them  from  being  turned  out  of  their  rooms. 

Relief  given  to  R - D - -.  Patient  mother  of  8 

children.  Father  does  not  support  family,  refuses  to  work.  Home  in 
abject  filth,  children  all  underfed  and  hardly  any  clothing  on.  Nurse 
made  five  calls  and  cleaner  went  daily  for  eight  days.  The  case  was  then 
turned  over  to  a  private  Jewish  organization.

REPORT  OF  CLOTHING  COMMITTEE 

From  November  1,  1918  to  October  31,  1919. 

The  Clothing  Committee  begs  to  report  that  during  the  past  year 
(November  1,  1918  to  October  31,  1919)  2409  garments  have  been  sewed, 
of  which  579  were  given  through  the  In  Patients’  Committee  to  patients 
leaving  the  hospital,  and  1320  were  given  to  the  Out  Patients’  Committee 
for  its  work  with  the  out-patients.  We  have  supplied  500  ui?  sewed 
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garments,  such  as  babies’  bands  and  binders;  88  babies’  blankets;  and 
2499  garments  for  use  in  the  wards;  these  last  are  made  from  material 
supplied  by  the  hospital. 

Mrs.  Parsons  and  Mrs.  Morgan  have  again  given  us  a  large  number  of 
babies’  caps.  Mrs.  Parsons  donating  42,  and  Mrs.  Morgan  206.  We 
have  given  out  88  during  the  year. 

We  have  on  hand  3602  sewed  and  unsewed  garments,  and  of  our  appro¬ 
priation  of  $980  we  have  a  balance  of  $202.04.

THE  BABIES’  CLASS. 

Dr.  Coolidge,  the  head  of  the  5th  Floor  Babies’  Class  reports  that 
4,621  babies  were  brought  to  the  class  for  treatment.  There  were  759 
new  cases.  Miss  MacRae,  the  nurse,  made  1062  visits  to  the  homes,  and 
Miss  Grant  516.  10  premature  single  babies  and  7  pairs  of  premature 

twins  received  treatment.  The  smallest  premature  baby  who  was  ever 
cared  for  in  this  class  weighed  2  pounds  and  2  ounces  when  she  was  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  class  at  the  age  of  two  weeks.  Our  nurse  called  at  the  home 
every  morning  for  two  weeks,  gave  the  warm  olive  oil  rub,  dressed  the 
baby  in  one  of  our  premature  suits  and  instructed  the  mother  in  the  care 
of  the  child  and  how  to  prepare  its  food.  This  baby  was  brought  to  the 
class  every  week  to  be  weighed  and  examined  by  the  doctor.  Now,  at  the 
age  of  three  and  a  half  months  it  weighs  8  pounds  and  7  ounces.  48 
mothers  who  were  very  poor  and  who  had  undernourished  babies  were 
given  milk  for  several  weeks  at  a  time.  The  milk  was  supplied  to  them 
from  the  fund  given  by  the  Ladies  Auxiliary.
